The weather in Chicago during a 13-day period in May, 
1967, was nice and mild, and it should have been a time of at 
least average good behavioral conditions for most peeple 
living there, But it wasn't. People in Chicago were involved in 
more than the usual number of auto accidents, and more 
children stayed home from school 

Scientists think that the Chicagoans 
during those 13 days by severe 
intermittently as far away as 1 
explain it: 

Sound waves are produced by high winds, tornadoes and 
earthquakes, Those waves travel great distances 
through the air—as much as 1,500 miles and more—and affect 
the behavior of people who live where the weather mav be 
fine. The sound waves can’t be heard, of course, by anything 
but special scientific equipment, but they tend to make people 
nervous, or at least ill at ease.

N PROPOSING TERMS FOR A 
peace settlement in the Middle 
East, the United States must be well 


“aware that no effective peace can 
be imposed. on the Arab and Israeli 
‘eountries. The final settlement will 


have to be one which wins the ap- 
proval of both sides, and this is not 
likely to occur until after long nego- 
tiations. The negotiations themselves 
—and Israel-says there must be 
face-to-face talks with the Arabs— 
will require extended preliminary 
talks through an intermediary. 

But the United States proposal, 
based largely on the United Nations 
resolution of 1967, has logical ele- 
ments which should eventually pre- 
vail. The provision—not part of the 
U.N. resolution—that Israel should 
continue to control Jerusalem is one 
which has support in history, senti- 
ment and_ practical - politics. The 
Israelis have said they will not re- 
linquish their ancient holy city now 
that they have it once again and in 
view of the religious factors involved 
they might be expected, as a nation, 
to insist on this retention much more 
strongly than on the merely geo- 
graphical gains they made in’ the 
June War. The latter. they have also 
said they will keep, but there is more 


The proposal for demilitarized 
zones along the Arab-Israeli borders, 
and a United Nations police force 
to ensure observance, is an impor- 
tant one—perhaps an essential one. 
Israel is so small a country that 
Arab artillery can over most of it. 
There could be-no permanent peace 
if, for instance, shelling were to be 
resumed from the Golan Heights, or 
Arab guerrillas and terrorists were 
to continue to make forays into 
Israeli territory. 

The American plan will be dis- 
cussed when the Big Four powers 
meet next Thursday,. Britain and 
France have. already indicated-ap- 
proval; Russia has still to be heard 
from. This step brings some hope 
that a constructive plan may be de- 
vised to end the present very danger- 
ous situation. At least it makes 
clear that the Big Four recognize its 
gravity.

TROUGH ITS HEAD START .° 
project, the United States made’ 
a serious and constructive effort to— 


help underprivileged children to 
overcome ‘environmental influences 
which prejudiced their progress once 
they started regular school. Surveys 
of the program and early school his- 
tory of Head Start “graduates” 
have revealed certain weaknesses. 
It was found, for instance, that the 
gains made by the pre-school pro- 
gram were offset by inferior school- 
ing in primary grades, The students, 
though better prepared to learn, 
were hampered by poor instruction 
and unsatisfactory schools. 

The implication is clear. While 
children from extremely poor and 
backward surroundings could not 
benefit from good schooling without 
special preparation, good. prepara- 
tion itself was inadequate to over- 
come poor schooling. 

The point is of significance to 
Canadians because in its efforts to 
improve the education of Indians 
and Eskimos in the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, the federal government has 
extended itself to provide better 
schools than existed previously. The 
authorities have found in recent 
years that the better schools, by 


‘themselves, cannot accomplish the 


objective because many of the chil- 
dren. req: °e the equivalent of a 
Head Start project. Nor does the 
solution to the problem .end there, 
in the opinion of Territorial leaders. 


There is also a need for much more 
adult education to help the older” 


population to join the educational 
stream. 

The experiences reported from 
the American Head. Start. project 
and the Northwest Territories im- 
proved schools emphasize a point 
which should have been evident. The 
education process must be continu- 
ous — beginning before regular 
school in a manner to equip the 
small child to benefit as fully as 
possible from his schooling, and con- 
tinuing to the older group to keep 
different age categories on the same 
road of progress. But most of all, 
each section of the edueational sys- 
tem has to be of high - standard. 
What is gained from. one project 
can be quickly lost if the ensuing 
stage is inadequate. 

We in Canada cannot afford to 
rest on our oars at any part of the 
course if we hope to bring our In- 
dians and Eskimos, to the goal we 
would like to see. them reach. 


Looking Down 


T= QUESTION IS OFTEN 
asked, why spend all that 


money in space when there is so 


much to be done on earth? One 


answer is that putting men and 
satellites into orbit can help solve 
some of our earth-bound problems. 
It has already been determined that 
photographic and electronic equip- 
ment can provide. valuable informa- 
tion about the world and its re- 
sources, including weather patterns, 
crop damage, mineral deposits and 
forest conditions. - 


Now. the National ‘Aeronautics _ 


and Space Administration in the 
United States has indicated it in- 
tends to go into this type of project 


in a bigger way. The direction of 
some future U.S. space projects was 


made evident during the recent 
Apollo 9 test. When the three as- 
tronauts found themselves in the 
last five days gf their flight with 


time on their hands after checking 
out the lunar landing module, they 
turned their eyes earthward. Using 
different filter and film combina- 
tions, special cameras mounted in 
the spacecraft hatch window were 
switched on to check the feasibility 
of making combined crop, resource 
and similar surveys routinely and 
automatically from space. 

The immediate rewards to the 
United States could be great. Some 
American companies have already 
been accused by their foreign com- 
petitors of being able to get the jump 


in overseas resources investments - 


and development with help from 
casual photography from space, If 
carried too far there might arise a 
need ‘to- put some curbs on “sky- 
spying,” but “in the long run the 
results from this type of space 
program, particalarly in the field of 
weather forecasting, will benefit 
all of us,

Canadian Paradox: Too Many Grads, Too Few Profs 


UBLIC concern over the American- 
ization of Canadian university facul- 
ties is developing, -rather ironically, at a 
time when. government support for the 
graduates chools 
which produce Cana- 
dian professors is 
being curtailed. On 
the federal level, the 
National Research 
Council — which is a 
major source of fi- 
nancial support for 
graduate students in 
the physical and bio- 
logical sciences — 
has decided the 
supply of such personnel is beginning to 
balance the demand and has told the 
university science departments not to 
expect any significant increases in NRC 
grants. 

On the provincial level, and partly 
because of the NRC policy, the Ontario 
government has informed the province's 
14 publicly-assisted universities that the 
rapid expansion of graduate programs is 
no longer desirable. In a letter to the 
presidents of these universities, the 
minister for education and university 
affairs, Mr. Davis, said that anticipated 
graduate erirolments for the next five 
years may be “unrealistically large” and 
that a “very careful’ study must be 
made of future development. 

In addition, the presidents were. told 
the basis for provincial grants for 
graduate work has been changed, the 
effect of which is to reduce this support 
by some $6,000,000 this year .

Trimesters Enforced 


Up to now, graduate students have 
been counted, for attendance purposes, 
the same as undergraduates, namely on 
a fall and spring term basis; henceforth, 
they will count only if they are trimester 
students — in attendance fall,,spring and 
summer. : 

The university presidents are hopping 
mad” not only at losing the money.—but. 
because the effects will be largely felt in 
the humanities and the social sciences — 
both fields where the. foreseeable - de- 
mand for those with higher degrees is 
very strong and where the proportion of 
Americans on university teaching staffs 
is particularly high. 

(Full-year attendance of graduate 
students in the pure sciences is generally 
the rule ngw, since their professors are 
usually available in the same laboratory, 
working on their own research. But the 
universities claim ft is neither practical 
nor desirable, as a universal policy, for 
those. in the humanities since the 
professors in these fields frequently use 
the summer months to pursue their own 
research at the British Museum and 


other far away places, 
The 14 Ontari: iversities also 
been told that’ only graduate students 


registered in programs favourably ap- 


‘praised by the Ontario Council of 


Graduate Studies will count as far as 


provincial grants are concerned, and that 
the more recently established universi- 
ties will be Jimited, for support purposes, 
to Master degree programs and will get 
no help for Ph.D. work. 

Paradoxically, while these steps will 
inevitably have an adverse effect on the 
production of Canadian agademics, and 
will therefore tend to encourage the 
import of non-Canadian professors, they 
have been dictated in part at least by 
government concern’ over the relatively 
high proportion of non-Canadian students 
in the graduate schools. 

In his letter to the university 
presidents, Mr. Davis stressed the need 
to hold the present line and even hinted 
quotas on the number of non-Canadians 
may become necessary. The universities 
were “cautioned” against over-expansion 
of graduate work based on a high 
proportion of non-Canadians “in order to 
avoid distress if constraints of any sort 
do become necessary’ at a later date." 


Foreign Student Majority 


The problem — if problem it is — is 
particularly acute in the pure sciences, 
where a NRC ‘survey has discovered that 
only 49 per cent of the graduate students 
in Canada are Canadian citizens. Of the 
remainder, 12 per cent are Indian, 10 per 
cent American, six per cent are British 
and “all others’ make up the balance of 
22 per cent. 

National statistics for all disciplines 
are apparently lacking; but. it would 
appear from preliminary investigation 
that in Ontario, about 34 per ,cent of all 
graduate students are not Canadian 
citizens, 

The -higher proportion in the pure 
Sciences is almost entirely due to the 
availability of NRC grants. It has 
become almost a tradition for university 
science departments to allocate a 
generous share of NRC. research money 
to qualified foreign students, especially 
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those from India and other under- 
developed countries. 

But NRC grants are essentially 
bursaries and do -not provide the 
university space and facilities which 
graduate students need to work in. Thus 
there is great pressure on the provincial 
government — whose ‘treasury is now 
the source of aliout 90 per cent of all 
university financing — to provide the 
capital facilities, and the provincial 
government is naturally anxious to 
satisfy itself that the NRC policy of 
grants is coherent and justified, 


NRC Like Topsy 


The great complaint of Ontario 
officials in this regard is that NRC does 
not appear to have a policy at all: like 
Topsy, its grants program has just 
growed. There has been no attempt to 
set out guidelines as to why foreign 
students are brought here, what they do 
there, er what their future intentions 
are, 

It is not, for example, a foreign aid 
program, There is no requirement that a 
student from India, having got his 
graduate degree, go home and_ help 
develop his own country. Nor are the 
courses he takes here suitable for that 
objective. Nor does he want. to go, 
having regard to income disparities; 
about half of the foreign graduate 
students who enter Canada on student 
visas switch to landed immigrant status 
within a-year, a process made easy for 
them by the federal “‘point” system’ for 
assessing immigrants. 

There would be. nothing wrong with 
this from the point of view of Canadian 
policy, of course, providing the foreign 
student does not displace a Canadian 
student in the university graduate 
program (academic qualifications being 
equal) and providing his skills can be 
gainfully employed in the Canadian 
economy on-graduation. 


It is these considerations which are 
now bothering both levels of government. 
The foreign student may not displace a 
Canadian but does represent an addi- 
tional demand upon the public treasury 
— it costs at least $40,000 to turn a 
Bachelor’s degree into a Doctorate ~ 


and there have to be some reasonable - 


grounds for. believing he is a\.g6od 
investment. 

Considerable evidence may be found 
to show no such belief is justified, 
particularly in the pure sciences. Most 
science PhD’s want to teach,. but there 
are not enough openings on university 
faculties to go around. There is a 
demand for those in the humanities and 
social sciences but only a limited 
percentage of the Ph.D’s in these fields 
appear to be interested in teaching. 


No Place in Industry 


The most disquieting evidence, how- 
ever, comes.from Canadian industry. It 
is an open secret — some academics 
consider it a scandal — that Canadian 
employers are not exactly scrambling to 
employ Canadian PhD’s.. Partly the fault 
lies with the universities, in that their 
programs have not been structured to 
meet industrial needs, but largely it it 
because Canadian management is not 
sufficiently research-minded. . 

Most Canadian companies wouldn't 
know what to do with a Ph.D. if they had 
him because they are not geared up for 
what he can do. Canadian IBM, for 
example, is currently looking for domes- 
tic firms to manufacture some 60 
computer components; the contracts will 
probably go to the U.S. because IBM can 
find no Canadian firm to make them. 

No doubt, as the universities contend, 
competition will force. this pattern to 
change, and this is no time to be cutting 
back on graduate expansion. But from 
the government's point of view, it is an 
opportune time to be marking time.

High-ranking allied diplomats say 
they have been unable to get unequivocal 
answers as to whether the new European 
grouping would be an addition to the 
Common Market or would ultimately 
replace it. 

When faced with this question,.French 
officials quote de Gaulle’s remarks to 
Kiesinger, which apparently were vague. 

There is a widespread belief that de 
Gaulle has become disenchanted with the 
Common Market, finding ft increasingly 
difficult to impose his will on the other 
five. members on such issues as British 
membership. ' 

French officials have a -différent 
explanation. They advance three good 
reasons for immediate discussions on a 
"Jarge Europe”: 

—The Sino-Soviet conflict is making it

more obvious that the Soviet Union needs 
“co-existence” with the West. 

—Europe now is economically strong 
and politically and militarily more 
independent from the United States. 

—Under the Nixon Administration, the 
United States dropped its tendency to 
interfere in internal European affairs 
and is encouraging the Europeans 
instead to find their own solutions to 
their problems.

Dream Fulfilled

BALTIMORE — The 
more’s downtown Charles 


latest addition to Balti- 
Centre will at last fulfill 


an old architectural dream—an all-glass building. 


The as yet nameless 23- 
storey office tower was de- 
signed by Rogers, Taliaferro, 
Kostritsky and Lamb in the 
shape of a slender, hexagonal 
prism, reflecting its neighbor- 
ing buildings during the day 


and glowing brightly at night.-- 


The dream, ‘actually, was 
first dreamed by an obscure 
German novelist, Paul 
Scheerbart, who wrote in 1914 
in a futurist fantasy: 

“In order to change our 
culture to a higher level, we 
are forced, whether we like it 
or not, to change our architec- 
... we want walls which 
do not shut out the great 
infinite world.” He called for 
“a soaring glass architec- 
ture.” 

The German architects who, | 
early in this, century, helped 
Jaunch the~-modern architec- 
tural revolution became 
obsessed with this tongue-in- 
cheek proposal. 

That same year, 1914, Bruno 
Taut built the first glass 
pavilion for an exhibition at 
Cologne. It was the predeces- 
sor of Buckminster Fuller’s 
plastic dome at the Montreal 
world’s fair, 


To help a more beautiful 
culture along, Mies van der 
Rohe sketched -a prismatic 
glass tower in 1919 for 
Berlin’s Friedrichstrasse. 

It was never built until, just 
a courts of years ago, other 
architects copied it almost 
exactly for a Chicago luxury 
apartment house. 

It wasn’t until some time 
after van der Rohe came to 
America in 1937 that he could 


himself build the pristine 
glass slabs his Friedrich- 
Be: 


strasse sketch had sparked all 
over the world. 

The international style glass 
boxes are never pure glass. 
Although the columns - re 
hidden inside the building so 
that the outside wall becomes 
a mere curtain, there is still 
always a spandrel or frame of 
some kind to hold the glass 
panels. 

Thus the glass and steel 
boxes are essentially only a 
square version of the super- 
greenhouses that had been in 
vogue long before Scheerbart. 
The vogue was started by the 
gardener Joseph Paxton with 
his famous Crystal Palace for 
the London Exposition of 1851,

Now that we are getting 
quite “tired of super-green- 


houses and glass boxes, tech- 
nology has at last caught up 
with Scheerbart’s-dream. _ 

We don’t need to frame the 
glass sheets amy more. We 
can now glue them together, 
edge to edge, with silicone 
caulking, The seam hardly 
shows. 

The first time this method 
is said to have been applied is 
on a glass curtain wall of the 
Laurel racé course in Mary- 
land. 

Rogers, Taliaferro, Kos- 
tritski and Lamb say-they. are 
the first architects to use it 
for ‘a soaring glass architec- 
ture." . They'Jl fasten their 
5x14 feet, dark grey glass 
panels’ on -to the Charles 
Centre office tower structure 
with stainless steel buttons 
and seal them together. 

Their prism will thus have a 
sheer glass facade — clean, 
darkly glossy and uninter- 
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Baltimore’s architectural wonder 


rupted from its granite base 
up to the sky. 

Silicone sealants and steel 
buttons or not, we seem to 
have given up hope. that glass

Ships, Planes and Satellites 
Team Up for Weather Research 


Man's most ambitious 
attempt yet to understand the 
weather is about to be: made 
by the United States. 

On May 1, at a cost of $18.2 
million, 10 ships and 24 
aircraft manned by'''1,500 
people will begin sampling the 
sea and sky in ‘and above 
90,000 square miles of ocean 
east of the West Indian island 
of Barbados. 

For -the following three 
months, the ships will plumb 
the seas down to 3,000. feet 
while the lanes sample the 
air up to 60,000 feet. 


Buoys and Balloons 


Twelve deep sea buoys will 
be gathering information 
down to a depth of 18,000. feet 
while thousands of weather 
balloons do the same in the 
upper atmosphere to a height 
of 100,000 feet. 

No fewer than seven orbit- 
ing satellites will be taking 
cloud pictures of the area and 
measuring changes in_ surface 
temperature, all of whren will 
be fed to the ships below for 
instant interpretation.

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warmest seas into the lower 
atmosphere, where it is car- 
ried upward by whirling 
eddies of air and then north- 
ward by fast-moving air. 

The energy released in this 
exchange of water vapor 
causes most of the earth's 
weather. The process is so 
little understood that reliable 
weather forecasts cannot be 
made more than two days 
ahead. 


Free of Winds 


BOMEX scientists chose the 
Barbados site partly because 
it’s tropical and partly be- 
cause it'’s.free of land and 
high early summer winds that 
could upset the study. 

Their first step will be to 
anchor the four largest ships 
in the experiment at the four 
corners of the 90,000 square 
mile area to be investigated, 
with a fifth ship of similar 
size in the centre of the four- 
vessel array.

language’ has béen promoted 
into a major'slogan and policy 
objective of the de Gaulle 
regime.

The council’s objective is 
the preservation of France's 
regional languages, of which 
there are at least five major 


ones. In the words of Pro- 
fessor Robert . Lafont, the 
council’s. spokesman, the 


French government's attitude 
—at best, indifference,. at 
worse hostility—is ‘‘condemn- 
ing these languages to certain 
death.” 

Lafont points out that 
France is one of only three 
European states — the others

are Spain and Greece whose 
linguistic and education 
policies give no encourage- 
ment to regional languages 
and literature. 


The plight of Breton has 
received the spotlight as a 
result of the rise of the 
Breton autonomist movement, 
most notably during the past 
two years. 

Other genuine languages— 
not dialects or patois—such as 
Basque, Catalan and Occitan 
(the language of Languedoc, 
once spoken by roughly one- 
third the population of what .is 
now France and among the 
richest literary languages of 
the Middle Ages and the 
Renaissance) are in even 
worse condition. 


What is now focusing par- 
ticular attention on the issue 
is the de Gaulle government's 
new commitment to great 
regional liberties. 

After months of debate, the 
French electorate is being 
asked -to-vote in May on a 
referendum which will 
empower the government to 
decentralize many administra- 
tive functions, creating a 
system of partially self-ruling 
“regions.” 

But, while these regions 
have been promised economic 
and social authority of ¢ kind 
that, for the past, two 
centuries, has been jeafously 
guarded by the central gov- 
ernment, ‘nothing has’ been 
said concerning new guaran- 
tees for regional janguages. 


Thé Local. Pride 
Is Deep-Seated 


Yet, in Brittany and 
portions of Southern France; 
this is a matter of deep-seated 
local pride—just the sort of 
pride that “‘regionalization’”’ is 
supposed to succor. 

The council operates under 
the flimsy umbrella of an 
eighteen-year-old law which 
gave grudging official recog- 
nition to the fact that French 
isn't the sole indigenous 
language of France. 

But this legislation, known 


aspthe “Loi Deloganes) atte 
the Socialist deputy who in- 
troduced it, has proved no 
safeguard. It provides for the 
teaching of the ‘minority’ 
languages on a strictly_volun- 
tary basis only. 

Instruction, in those areas 
where ‘there is a demand, is 
by volunteer teachers outside 
of normal school hours. 
Courses in Breton, Basque or 
her languages do not give 
academic credits. 


Less Than an Hour 
For Breton Program 


Active official. encourage- 
ment through the government- 
controlled radio — as in* the 
case--of the BBC, for in- 
stance, or Radio Suisse — 
might have helped overcome 
this handicap. .No such en- 
couragement has been forth- 
coming, .however. 

Programs in Breton are 
allowed less than an hour a 
week on French radio (on 
television, it is two minutes a 
week!) and _ the other 
languages are allotted no 
regular time on the airwaves 
whatever. 

The inadequacy of the “Loi 
Deixonne”’ has. given rise to 
numerous attempts to equip it 
with more muscle. Politicians 
of virtually every party have, 
at one time or another, voiced 
favor for a_ stronger law. 
Thousands of signatures have 
been affixed to petitions over 
the years. 

At present, no fewer than 14 
bills to this effect are in the 
hopper of the national 
assembly. Not a single one 
has reached the floor for 
debate and the chances of any 
doing so appear dim. 

It is not even wholly fair to 
blame the government for this 
sorry situation. As recently as 
1966, the minister of education 
convened a -conference of 
experts to- investigate and 
make recommendations for 
giving the regional languages 
a greater chance of survival. 
Its conclusions have since 
been pigeon-holed by — the 


edu cation 
bureaucracy. ; 

The calse-of these ‘‘dying’’ 
tongues is now being. taken 
up, however, by the young 
people of the areas in which 
they afe rooted. For the most 
part, they are not crahks. or 
“folklorists’ but serious, 
modern-minded youth who are 
increasingly. aware .of their 
deeper heritage. 

In this, they differ markedly 
from their parents and grand- 
parents who, in most cases, { 
surrendered to linguistic ! 
assimilation for material and 
social reasons: :

Ten first magnitude stars 
‘appear on the maps, although 
several, near the horizon, are 
dimmed because their light 1s 
absorbed by the earth’s 
atmosphere.

Mercury, like other celestial 
bodies, moves across the sky 


of the sun and appears low in 
the east just before sunrise. 
But at an eastern elongation it 
follows the sun, Then you see 
it low in the west after sunset. 
It is never far enough from 
the sun to remain until the 
sky is really dark. 

At the end of April, Mer- 
cury will be approaching 
greatest eastern elongation, 
which will come May 5. Theft 
it will remain visible longest 
after sunset, However, before

Mathilda Displays 
“Signs of Spring

The young chéstnut tree that will someday over-run 
Mathilda’s yard was under close scrutiny from its owner 
when I dropped by unexpectedly the other’day, ‘See those 
leaves?"’ she asked. I regarded them closely: They were 
young and tender, just beginning to harden in the warm noon 
sun. “Yesterday that was just a bud,” Mathilda explained 
impressively. I distinctly remember seeing it yesterday being 
all white and ‘bud-like. Now it's leaves. Penny, spring has 
finally come to Victoria.” 

It was just then that a dry-cleaner’s truck pulled up in 
front of her house and the driver hopped out with a big bill 
and a heavy pile of dresses, suits and coats. Mathilda and I 
staggered into the house under the load and-she began to sort 
thém into piles. “Another sign of spring,’ she commented, 
heading for a drawer. “‘You will now get to wateh the winter 
wardrobe going into estivation.”” What Mathilda meant was 
that she was putting all her winter weight clothes away for 
the summer so they would stay clean and fresh for next fall. 
To do this she had stocked up on protective garment bags. 


Take Several Dresses 


The bags Mathilda had bought are all made of heavy- 
weight transparent vinyl. These bags are gussetted so they 
will take- more than. one garment and will protect against 
dust, dirt and damp. The hangers come out the top of the bag 
so you can hang the clothes in the back of the closet and not 
have to worry about wrinkles that are months: old. For 
dresses and coats she used. bags that cost $2.29 each. These, 
are 24 inches wide and 54 inches long. A 52 inch zipper in the 
front of each bag makes it easy to insert or remove a gar- 
ment. This size bag will take two coats or several dresses. 
For suits there are similar bags 40 inches long for $1.50. 
Needless to say, these bags hold spring and summer dresses 
when the winter. wardrobe is restored to life in the fall. 


It's gardening weather again, not to mention spring 
cleaning weather which means it is time for women to look to 
their knees. Continued kneeling on a hard, rough surface can 
make knees, which are unlovely at their best, look terrible so 
the wise woman will invest in a kneeling pad. I saw some 
lovely ones for-59 cents.

Competition Is Good 


By DOROTHY RICH 

Competition is a fact of life. 
It can be good in proper 
doses; it can be bad when it’s 
overdone. Either way, ‘chil- 
dren have to learn to live with 
it, and parents’ and teachers 
can help. 

. Dr. Richard Louttit, chief of 
behavioral science research at 
the National Institute of Men- 
tal Health, cites a study which 
indicates the ability to cope 
with adult problems is im- 
proved if, in youth, a person 
has gone through a series of 
stresses that he has learned 
to resolve, 

This is in contrast to earlier 
thinking that encouraged pa- 
rents. and teachers to protect 
children from competition and 
other stressful situations. 


Schools need to examine the 
state of stress in their own 
classrooms.. Teachers are 
often guilty of offering a lot of 
losing chances but not endugh 
chances for winning. 

Competition is bad when all 
it does is separate losers from 
winners.. with the aim of 
keeping the number of winners 
small and losers big. 

Parents need to be able to 
read the signs of. stress in 
their children. Dr. Milton 
Glatt, Washington, |D.C., child 
psychiatrist, makes. these 
points: 

When your child comes 
home saying, “I didn’t get a 
part in the play” or “I’m 
always the last one picked for 
the team” or “IT never get an

and where. Often students get 
jobs through manpower inter- 
views and don’t tell the 
student placement office 
about it, and others get jobs. on 
their own without going .to’ 
manpower: 

But manpower officials 
agree that there is a dearth of 
jobs in Vittoria for the female 
graduate. And “mobility” is a 
big factor-in getting a job. 

In other words the majority 
of female grads must leave 
the city. The exception is 
teaching. But even then com- 
petition for teaching is “pretty 
stiff.’ Many will end up in 
Comox, Port Alberni and 
smaller towns. 


Degree Not Needed 


“There are not many oppor- 
tunities for the . graduate 
here,’ said Athal Lenne, 
manpower official. 

“There is no local industry 
which is interested in degree 
persons. They just want those 
who can type and pump gas,” 
said E, R. Fleming, student 
placement. officer. 

Of 10 girls interviewed, only 
two have jobs lined up. 

Linda Langley is doing 
management training at the 
Bay in June. She's training to 
be a buyer. 

“They've just started taking 
girls as buyers. They used to 
take only boys with economics 
and commerce majors. So I’m 
lucky.”

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


Newfoundland Proved 
Real Reluctant Bride 


By BOB BOWMAN 

When Governor-General 
Lord Dufferin visited Prince 
Edward Island in 1873. to 
extend a 
greeting to 
Canada’s 
newest —prov« 
ince there 
was. a banner 
at the en- 
trance to 
Charlotte 
town that 
read: Long 
Courted: Won 
at. Last! It 
had taken six years to ‘get 
“the island” to join Canada. 

However, Newfoundland 
was the most reluctant bride 
and took 82 years to say 
“yes.”” Although Newfound- 
land sent delegates to the 
Quebec conference in 1864 and 
seemed interested in the 
prospect of becoming part of 
Canada at that time, the 
Confederation party was 
trounced in an election in 
1869. . 

Another effort was made in 
1894: when Newfoundland was 
suffering from a depression 
caused by a bank failure. This 
time Canada was unwilling to 
meet ‘Newfoundland’s terms. 

Opponents of Confederation 
of Newfoundland had a favor- 
ite song: 

Men, Hurrah for our own 
native isle, 

Newfoundland... 

Not a stranger shall hold 
one inch of 

Her strand; . 

Her face turns to Britain, 
her back 

To the Gulf. 

Come near at your peril, 


Canadian wolf! 
However, the depression in 
the -1930’s caused. Newfound-

land to lose its status as the 
oldest Dominion ‘in the British 
Commonwealth, and a special 
commission was appointed to 
govern. There were more 
millionaires in St. John’s, per 
capita, than there were in 
Houston, Texas,—but many -of.s} 
the Newfoundland people had 
never seen a $5 bill. 

Canada and Newfoundland 
worked closely together in the 
Second World War to help win 
the vital Battle of the Atlan- 
tic, and in 1946 a national 
convention was established to 
make * recommendations for 
the future.-On July 22, 1948, a

There are 18 or 20 members 
of the barracuda fish family. 
Though most of them prefer: life 
in tropical and semi-tropical 
oceans, some are found off the 
temperate shores of Massa- 
chusetts and others in the chilly 
ocean around Alaska.- Their life 
cycles are somewhat mysterious 
though we know that young 
barracudas grow at a_ great 


rate. * 


Barracudas 18 .inches long 
hunt in the Atlantic as far north 


as Massachusetts. Five - foot 
barracudas haunt balmy 
waters of the Medite: n. A 


four-foot barracuda is caught in 
the Pacific from Alaska to 
Lower California and sent to 


market as a food fish. Com-|_ 


pared with the giant of the 
family, these. fellows are rated 
as gentle little lambs. The great 
barracuda is called the tiger-of- 
the-sea. In all fairness he 
deserves’ every word in his 
ferocious title. 

This fishy monster is found in 
warm and tropical seas- all 
around the globe. He looks like 
a long, slim silvery torpedo. His 
long, pointed snout. has a jutting 
lower jaw that gives him a 
fierce expression. Both jaws 
have rows of razor-sharp teeth 
and toward the front there are 
several. large fang-type teeth. 
There may be one or two in the 
lower front jaw and five or six 
in the jaw above-them. He uses 
these teeth like a sea-going Jack 
the-Ripper. 

The big fellow may be six or 
eight feet>dong and weigh 
around 100 pounds. He is built 
for speed and agility, well 
known as a ferocious killer and 
even a cannibal. But the most 
remarkable thing about him is 
his cleverness. Unlike most 
fishes, he hunts by vision rather 
than smell. His huge, bright 
round eyes have a cruel stare 
and human swimmers report 
that he seers to watch them 
shrewdly while making his plans 
to attack. He is full of fearless 
curiosity and always ready to 
attack any living thing moving 
in the water. Often he conceals 
himself, watching from under a 
raft of floating seaweed. Many 
observers report his skill at 
rounding up herds of . small 
fishes, sweeping them together 
with flashing spurts almost too’ 
fast to be seen.) When ready,.he 
plunges “through the terrified 
herd and gobbles his fill. 


Live Food Diet 


People who know him avoid 
him and even marine biologists 
know very little about his life 
story. He appears fully-grown in 
great numbers off the West 
Indies. Baby barracuda about 
half an inch long are: taken in 
large numbers from the plank- 
ton around the Florida Keys. By 
June they are two inches long. 
This leads biologists to suspect 
that the parents; spawn in early 
spring and many of them use 
the warm waters of southern 
Florida as their breeding 
grounds. It is thought that their 
fertilized eggs are strewn 
around to hatch in the floating 
seaweed and plankton. Later, 
the youngsters that survive 
grow strong enough to venture 
farther out to sea. 

The two inch barracuda 
babies. are fragile fishes that 
soon perish without proper care. 
They must be bathed in a 
constant stream of sea water to 
keep them alive. The hungry 
creatures must be fed on a diet 
of live, moving fish food — and 
they. grow very fast. In a well- 
tended aquarium, a young bar- 
racuda 12 inches long doubled 
his size in 10 months. We do not 
know whether he grows’ this fast 
in the ocean or whether he 
tends to travel certain ocean 


jroutes as he matures. We do not 


know at what age he reaches 
the maturity of parenthood or 


how long he can expect to live.
